One of the housing options would have 
C arter ask Congress to appropriate up to $5 
billion to subsidize interest rates on home 
m ortgages, according to a source fam iliar 
with the thinking of the president-elect’s 
aides. 
Legislation already on the books in the 
form of the Em ergency Housing Act of 1975 
authorizes $10 billion to subsidize m ortgage 
interest rates for certain buyers.

An extremely significant National Security Council 
study on the military situation is being prepared in the 
closing weeks of the Ford administration. Carrying the 
number “246,” it is the first comprehensive strategic 
review since 1969 — the first year of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration. 
This time around, the perception of the Soviet objective 
is very different. 
In 1969 it was officially assumed that the rapid Soviet 
buildup of strategic military power was merely aimed at 
catching up with the U.S. — particularly in long range 
missiles.

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UMW’s Miller: True Reformer?

WASHINGTON - Arnold 
Miller, the leader of the United 
Mine Workers (UMW), won his 
union’s presidency four years 
ago on a reputation as a 
reformer. But for some UMW of­ 
ficials, that reputation has 
turned black as coal 
When Miller was elected, he 
promised to clean up the UMW, 
a 277,000-member union whose 
image plummeted under the 
dictatorial reign of his pre­ 
decessor Tony Boyle, .low a con­ 
victed murderer. 
The UMW has indeed vastly 
improved. But according to high 
UMW sources and internal union 
documents, Miller often has been 
more interested in spending 
time in his home district near 
Charleston, W.Va., on personal 
m a tte rs th a n th e m in e r’s 
welfare. During the first eight 
months of this year, Miller flew 
a t union expense to the 
Charleston area 33 times. His 
favorite stop in Charleston was 
the Heart of the Town Motel, 
only 20 miles from Miller's home 
in Ohley. 
Hotel bills and per diem for 
the junkets came to $2,600. In ad­ 
dition, his total travel expenses 
were almost $2300. 
For all the time and money. 
Miller apparently didn’t get 
much work done. The president 
of the district. Jack Perry, a 
former Miller ally, told our re­ 
porter Terri Mendenhall that he 
had no idea what kind of work 
Miller did at home. 
“I’m at a loss to explain what 
he (Miller) was doing her?,” he 


said. "11 he held meetings, they 
were private." Yet if the trips 
were not on union business, 
Miller would violate federal law 
because they were at UMW ex­ 
pense. 
Meanwhile, the presidents of 
three other union districts whose 
headquarters are within 200 
miles of Charleston told us Miller 
had visited each of their districts 
only five times since he became 
president. 
In a lengthy interview. Miller 
admitted he spent a lot of time in 
Charleston. But he insisted that, 
except on weekends, he always 
conducted union business 
Union sources have also 
charged that Miller created a 
special committee at the last 
UMW convention for the sole 
purpose of paying off political 
cronies. Union documents reveal 
that Miller hired 12 union mem­ 
bers from a district in Nova 
Scotia, reportedly paying them a 
total of $16,000 in wages and ex­ 
peases. 
The members served on a 
specially created C anadian 
affairs committee that was vir­ 
tually unknown to convention 
delegates. The documents show 
the panel was established a 
week later than the other nine 
committees at the convention. 
The largest Canadian district 
was not even represented on the 
committee. 
According to union sources, 
Miller made a deal with the 
Nova Scotia district’s president. 
William Marsh. In return for the 
$16.000, Marsh agreed to ensure 


h at the district’s “bloc" sup­ 
ported Miller, sources said. 
Miller acknowledged that the 
committee was unusual. But he 
dismissed the charges as “plain 
hogwash ” When we contacted 
Marsh, he touted that the ar­ 
rangement was “none of your 
business' 
and hung up the 
phone. 
Union sources have also ac­ 
cused Miller of neglecting his 
responsibilities during times of 
crisis. For example, while 80,000 
miners were out of work during 
a West Virginia strike in August 
1975, Miller was lounging some 
of the time in the posh Pocahon­ 
ta s hom e of John “ J a y ” 
Rockefeller, now governor-elect. 
M iller occasionally called 
UMW headquarters, but he 
refused to leave a number 
where he could be reached dur­ 
ing the 10 worst days of the 
strike. “Arnold was totally miss­ 
ing," said one UMW source. 
Miller admitted that he spent 
time at Rockefeller’s home, but 
he couldn't remember how long 
he stayed. A Rockefeller spokes­ 
man said that the home was al­ 
ways open to Miller. 
The UMW president insisted 
he was talking to miners during 
much of the time he was incom­ 
municado and said he was 
responsible for settling the 
strike. He complained he got lit­ 
tle help from the stall He told us 
he believed the staff was work­ 
ing against him in the 1975 
strike. 
N uclear Shenanigans: The 
taxpayers may have to pick up 
the tab for a $500 million cleanup 
of nuclear wastes, thanks to a 
lopsided agreement signed by 
V ic e P r e s i d e n t N e ls o n 
Rockefeller when he was gover­ 
nor of New York.

O fficials at the E nergy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration (ERDA) told our re­ 
porter Amy Dunkm the incident 
may cast a dark cloud over the 
nuclear industry, since nuclear 
advocates have stressed the low 
cost of nuclear power to the 
government. 
The New York Public Interest 
Research Group (NYPIRG) has 
pieced together the story, which 
began in the early 1960s when 
the New York State Legislature 
established the Atomic Research 
and D evelopm ent Authority 
(ARDA) to promote nuclear 
power in the state. According to 
the NYPIRG report, ARDA 
negotiated a deal between the 
state and the Getty-owned 
Nuclear Fuel Services (NFS) 
under which the company would 
run a nuclear reprocessing 
plant State officials agreed to 
take over the operation if it lost 
money. NFS’s only financial 
obligation was to provide a 
relatively m eager $4 million 
contribution to safeguard the 
toxic wastes. 
Curiously, the person who 
handled the arrangem ent as 
chairman of ARDA was Oliver 
Townsend, who at the same time 
was director of the state’s Office 
of Atomic Development This is 
the agency which represented 
the state in the negotiations. 
Townsend was in reality 
negotiating with himself when 
the state agreed to assume 
liability for the reprocessing 
operation. 
Footnote. A spokesman for the 
plant said Getty will comply 
with all necessary contractual 
requirements. A Rockefeller 
spokesman pointed out the deal 
was a pioneer project which pre­ 
sented unforeseeable problems. 
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Kennedy Play Revived: 
Inside the Big 
Steel Story 
WASHINGTON - Actually, 
we all are sitting through the 
revival of an old drama called 
“My Father Always Told Me 
that All Businessmen Were Sons 
of Bitches.” Title and script 
were by the late President John 
F. 
Kennedy. 
That was 
his 
reaction in April 1962, when the 
steel industry decided to raise 
prices. 
The

mered the executive suites. 
There 
w ere 
secret 
con­ 
versations.

ches. A governmental alert. 
Soon enough the prices were 
rolled back. As the price bulge 
flattened so did the crucial 
A m erican 
steel 
industry 
worker’s wages and its ability to 
compete with foreign steel. 
The industry never really 
recovered. So the other day, 
faced with another Kennedy-ian 
administration, 
Mr. 
C arter’s 
populist 
Cameiot, the steel 
industry decided to move during 
the transitional hiatus. In effect, 
there isn’t a President to con­ 
front. 
Prices had to go up. The auto 
industry has just signed for a 
minimum of a 36 per cent in­ 
crease for is huge work force; 
earlier 
“rubber” 
had 
also 
signed for a 36 per cent wage 
hike; the Teamsters made off 
with a 36 to 40 per cent package 
in April and the sheiks and 
emirs are set for at least a 10 per 
cent jump in oil. 
The last steel contract with I. 
W. 
“ Abe” 
Abel’s 
United 
Steelworkers of America, signed 
in 1974, cost the United States 
Steel Corp. alone a full ad­ 
ditional billion dollars in wages 
and fringes. So will the next 
contract 
now 
being 
quietly 
discussed as prelude to the of­ 
ficial 
collective 
bargaining 
extravaganza, called a “sound- 
off,” opening Feb. 14,1977, at a 
local hotel. 
Few realize that the industry’s 
unique, 
peace-keeping, 
no­ 
strike, no lock-out Experimental 
Negotiating Agreement actually 
freezes all benefits into the next 
new contract right through to 
1980. And that’s an expensive 
frosting on the union’s cake. For 
example, the Co6t of Living 
Allowance (COLA) already has 
put an additional $60.80 a week 
into 
the steelworkers’ basic 
wage over the past 28 months. 
This, in addition to regular pay 
increases, bonuses and other 
goodies. 
Now, 
look at the foreign 
competition. There are 20 
nations producing steel today 
which weren’t back in 1962 or so. 
The new Mexican and Brazilian 
facilities now rival the finest 
Japanese and European mills. 
The Nipponese and Germans 
together are planning to dump 
some 37 million tons of steel on 
us next year, I’m told. 
So, faced with foreign com­ 
petition and a new money-heavy 
labor contract, the basic steel 
industry corporations decided 
one by one to get some “cash in 
the till.” No cash, no credit. No 
credit, no billions for capital 
investment, no construction, no 
increased 
hard-hat 
em ­ 
ploy iment. Even fewer steel mill 
jobs. 
So the businessmen recalled 
the days of Jack Kennedy and 
that moment on April 12, 1962, 
when 
their 
spokesman, 
the 
unflappable Roger Blough (now 


in semi-retirement in Penn­ 
sylvania’s Poconos) went to the 
Oval 
Office 
to report that 
“steel” had decided to charge $6 
more a ton. Later Jack Kennedy 
retreated. 
He 
narrowed his 
denunciation 
down 
to 
steel 
businessmen and called them 
“bastards.” 
No 
industrialist 
wanted 
another such confrontation with 
an American President. 
But 
neither 
does 
any 
executive want 
to lose his 
m arkets nor a profit on in­ 
vestments. Nor does the big 
steel union want this either. 
Steel labor leaders weren’t very 
happy - after the first glow - 
with John Kennedy’s actions. A 
flattened, 
low-profit 
industry 
was able to raise wages only by 
pennies in 1963; by 16 cents an 
hour in 1965 and in 1968 the 
raises came to 20 cents the first 
year, then another 12 cents in 
the next year and another, final 
12 cents. No real profits, no real 
wage increases. 
It was only after the industry 
began making a buck that the 
big wage contracts were signed 
in 1971 and ’74. 
Thus last week, faced by 
another wage-fringe round of 
raises and high-jumping service 
and supply costs, the decision 
was made to increase prices on 
rolled stuff by 6 per cent. 
For choosing this moment the 
industry was denounced by Mr. 
Carter, the Congress and a few 
second-echelon 
White 
House 
officials. One Congressman said 
that the price increase was 
“ alm ost 
diabolical 
in 
its 
timing." 
But what better time is there? 
Is any moment propitious for 
raising prices on one of the most 
critical 
elem ents 
in 
the 
machinery which gives us most 
of our daily bread? 
The reasoning was logical. If 
the steel industry waited until 
after the inauguration it would 
be attacked as it was in 1962. The 
eager 
young 
liberals now 
stalking the transition corridors 
would 
have 
updated 
the 
“bastards and son of bitches” 
jargon. That’s old stuff. Off the 
wall. Not with it. This is Ralph 
Nader’s era. Big business would 
have been scalded and scolded 
as enemies of the people by the 
denizens of a hundred agencies, 
funded “centers” for the public 
weal and the Americans for 
Democratic Action. 
“Steel” 
would 
have 
been 
excoriated for some 
sort of 
“conspiracy” to derail the new 
administration. So the best time 
to make the inevitable price- 
hike move was believed to be the 
“interregnum,” the gray days 
between the outgoing and in­ 
coming. 
So the play began. President 
Ford watched fairly quietly. 
President-elect Carter read his 
revamped lines. And one insider 
said, “Steel got its lumps, but it 
dumped back on him, you can 
believe it.” 
And out of all this comes one 
basic fact about basic steel- if 
America wants a competitive 
steel industry and a highly paid 
steel work force, it will have to 
pay for it. 
There are big boys, now fully 
grown, out there in Japan, 
Europe,

America. They play rough. They 
have modern steel plants. Our 
creaky, outmoded industry and 
its workers can’t survive on 
nennv-ante politics.

NATIONAL SECURITY STUDY 
M EM ORANDUM 246 
An extremely significant National Security Council 
study on the military situation is being prepared in the 
closing weeks of the Ford administration. Carrying the 
number “246,’’ it is the first comprehensive strategic 
review since 1969 - the first year of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration. 
This time around, the perception of the Soviet objective 
is very different. 
In 1969 it was officially assumed that the rapid Soviet 
buildup of strategic military power was merely aimed at 
catching up with the U.S. — particularly in long range 
missiles. Some even took this to be a good idea, on the 
assumption that this could lead to a more stable balance 
of power. So the U.S. strategic arsenal was kept essen­ 
tially fixed. 
But the new study is reported to conclude that the 
Soviet Union now appears to be aiming at outright 
strategic and tactical superiority over the United States, 
both for political and military purposes. The Ford people 
wisfi to leave this finding with the incoming Carter ad­ 
ministration in the hope of influencing its approach to the 
Oew defense budget. 
' Better late than never. The only thing remakable about 
these conclusions, we would say, is their tardiness. Many 
private studies have been done by organizations such as 
the American Security Council, as far back as the late 
sixties, which said the same thing. They were able to 
reach their conclusions not only on the basis of Soviet 
military activity but also from an accurate perception of 
Soviet military doctrine and general communist theory, 
which makes military dominance the essential un­ 
derpinning to political expansion. 
Now the grim facts of international life are being of­ 
ficially recognized at the highest levels of government. 
We hope that President- Elect Carter and his associates 
will face them squarely.

One thing the world is not 
short of is problems By one 
informed count, there are at 
least 1.653 problems of global 
scope, and these are “embedded 
in a network" of no less than 
13,574 identified relationships. 
That, anyway, is what it says 
in a 1.200-page “Y’earbook of 
World Problems and Human 
Potential," the outcome of a 
four-year joint project of two 
Brussels-based 
international 
n o n g o v e rn m e n ta l 
organizations--the 
Union 
of 
International Associations and 
Mankind 2000. 
The yearbook, say its editors, 
is an experimental first attempt 
to define what a world problem 
is. how many there are and how 
they are interrelated, and to 
identify the different kinds of 
in te lle c tu a l, 
le g a l, 
organizational 
and 
other 
resources which can be brought 
to bear on them. 
Produced via computer (what 
else?), the volume has 13 sec­ 
tions containing nearly 13,000 
descriptive entries, interrelated 
by 
more than 58.000 cross 
references 
Under 
“ Human 
Diseases." for example, there 
are 77 entries and 698 cross 
references There are 606 en­ 
tries 
under 
“ M ultinational 
Corporations and Enterprises" 
and 
931 
entries 
under 
"M ultilateral Treaties and 
Agreements." 
Compiling this mass of data 
was not without problems of its 
own. The editors found that their 
work 
was 
hindered by the

Buoyed by a huge harvest this 
year, the Soviet Union has re­ 
duced grain imports dramati­ 
cally from the record levels fol­ 
lowing the skimpy 1975 crops, 
according to the Agriculture 
Department 
Imports

sources, including the United 
States, totaled 3.1 million met­ 
ric tons in July, August and 
September, the final quarter of 
the 1975-76 fiscal year 
That was barely one-third of 
the nearly nine million tons of 
grain Russia imported in the 
first three months of the year, 
October-December 1975, the de­ 
partment’s 
Foreign Agricul­ 
tural Service said Tuesday. A

metric ton is 2,205 pounds. 
In all, the Soviet Union im­ 
ported a record of more than 26 
million tons in the year ended 
Sept. 30. The grain included 8.6 
million tons of wheat; 13.8 mil­ 
lion of corn, and 3.7 million of 
barley and oats. 


Officials said U.S. grain ac­ 
counted for 15 million tons or 58 
per centof last year’s Soviet 
imports; Canada 4.3 million. 16 
per cent; Australia 2.3 million, 
9 per cent, and Argentina 1.4 
million. 6 per cent. The rest 
was supplied by Brazil, France 
and other countries. 


A year ago, Russia needed 
huge amounts of foreign grain 
to help maintain its livestock 
herds and consumer food sup­ 
ply in the wake of a harvest of 
140 million tons, the smallest in 
a decade. This year, however, 
Russia harvested what some 
USD A experts think was a 
record of more than 222.5 mil­ 
lion tons, the peak set in 1973. 
Moscow has indicated a prelim­ 
inary harvest figure of about 
220 million tons. 
Following Russia’s short har­ 


vest and huge import demands 
last year, a long term agree­ 
ment was reached with the 
United States to supply a min­ 
imum of six million tons of 
wheat and com annually, be­ 
ginning with deliveries Oct. 1 of 
this year. 
Currently, according to USDA 
reports, 
the 
Soviets 
have 
bought less than 6.5 million 
tons for delivery through next 
Sept 30, the end of the first 
year in the agreement. 
According to the pact Russia 
can buy up to eight million tons 
of the two grains combined 
each year without further con­ 
sultations with U.S. officials. If 
more than eight million tons 
are wanted, further talks are 
called for. 


Although U.S. grain sales to 
foreign countries are handled 
by private trading companies, 
the Soviet Union is a special 
case. 


Sudden, 
large grain 
pur­ 
chases by Russia in the past 
have triggered soaring U.S. 
grain prices and have threat­ 
ened to drain domestic re­ 


serves. The five-year agree­ 
ment was designed to spread 
out ftiture purchases and pre­ 
vent the grain drain. 
Huge 1976 U.S. harvests of 
wheat and com have repl­ 
enished reserves and officials 
believe there is more than 
enough to meet foreign de­ 
mands without crimping the do­ 
mestic supply. 
Now that Russiahas its own 
bumper 
harvest 
this 
year 
USDA officials expect its total 
grain imports to be reduced at 
least by one-half in 1976-77 to 
no more than 13 million tons 
from all foreign sources. 
The report Tuesday said “So­ 
viet grain purchases for deliv­ 
ery during 1976-77 thus far ap­ 
proximate 10 million metric 
tons compared to an estimated 
24 million contracted by this 
time a year earlier following 
the disastrous 1975 grain har­ 
vest.” 


When Russia was buying U.S. 
grain in several series of pur­ 
chases announced earlier this 
year, USDA officials were opti­ 
mistic that around eight million 


tons or more might be bought 
for delivery in the first year of 
the new agreement. 
But with the big Russian har­ 
vest and the latest figures 
showing how deliveries of grain 
have 
been 
declining, 
some 
USDA officiate and others in 
the private trade think the So­ 
viets may have almost reached 
their grain-buying limit for this 
season.

Agriculture Department will 
give meat packers an addition­ 
al month to comply with new 
federal rules requiring them to 
post bonds to cover purchases 
of livestock from farmers. 
In a formal rule-making an­ 
nouncement today, the depart­ 
ment’s Packers and Stockyards 
Administration said the regu­ 
lations will go into effect in 60 
days on Feb. 7.

ads are designed to restore 
faith in the mail service and 
the people who deliver mail.

example,

mercial asks for patience if 
packages are delivered late. It 
notes that the Postal Service 
has a greatly expanded burden 
because of the strike against 
United Parcel Service, its main 
competitor. 
The commercial dealing with 
the letter carrier's perennial 
problem of dog bites goes on to 
urge dog owners to keep their 
pets leashed or inside when the 
letter carrier comes 
The same commercial also 
notes that falls on steps and 
porches caused 10,000 injuries 
to letter carriers last year. 
"You can help your mail car­

Telephone directory assistance charge getting support

“The basic philosophy I have 
on rate making is that it must 
be cost-related and this is cost

Charles Fain said on Wednes­ 
day when the PSC began debat- 


ing the charge proposed by 
Southwestern 
Bell Telephone 
Co. 
Several other telephone com­ 
panies 
considering 
similar 
charges are waiting for the 
PSC’s decision in this case be­ 
fore taking any action. Thirteen 
states currently permit such 
charges. 
“I would be in favor of some 
sort of {dan that would get into 
this 
thing 
gradually so the 
people can know what they’re 
into and adjust their calling 
habits accordingly,” Fain said. 


“People should pay for what 
they get.” 
A plan that would implement 
a 20-cent per directory assist­ 
ance call charge after five such 
calls each month received the 
tentative support of several 
commissioners. But all reserve 
judgment because there could 
be no agreement on how to 
handle details of the plan such 
as exemptions from the charge 
for those who have no access to 
a directory or are physicially 
unable to use one. 
Bell, in its request for higher 


rates, proposed a charge of 20 
cents for each directory assist­ 
ance call within the sam e area 
code after three calls a month. 
Company officials contended 20 
cents was exactly what it cost 
the utility to handle each call 
and 
implementation

charge would save the com­ 
pany about $8 million annually. 
The five-call per month plan 
would save the company about 
$6 million a year, according to 
Jam es Mulvaney, the commis­ 
sioner handling the case.

family physician hopes may un­ 
ravel some of the mysteries of 
the past years. 
Goldberg 
says 
he 
recalls 
stopping along the side of the 
road to rest while returning to 
Tipton, Mo., from nearby Ver­ 
sailles on Jan. 28. 1974. Af^er 
that he remembers only frag­ 
ments of time spent in Ogden. 
Utah; 
Athens, 
Ga.; 
and 
Springfield, Mo. An acquaint­ 
ance from home saw him last 
month working as a cook at a 
resort in southwest Missouri. 
“ I look at him now and I 
think this isn’t real,” said Mrs. 
Goldberg. “ It's a good thing to 
have him home, and hopefully, 
if he’s not well, he can become 
w ell.” 
She said she had not made up 
her mind whether she would re­ 
marry Goldberg. She said the 


idea of starting life anew with 
a man she had given up for 
dead and who has only a patch­ 
work memory of their past “al­ 
most 
overcomes 
you 
some­ 
times. 
"First and foremost, he’s got 
to get medical help and see 
what this problem is,” she said. 
Doctors have said they are con­ 
cerned that two earlier heart

Bob was, after all, merely a 
custom tailor in Oakland, 
C a lif., w ith a tro u b led 
marriage before he decided 
dramatically to devote his life 
to saving souls. 
Hoffman received his call­ 
ing, by his own word, when he 
was awakened one midnight 
out of an uneasy sleep. His old 
friend, Dr. Siegfried Fischer, 
dead for six months, had come 
back to him clairvoyantly on 
this January night in 1967. And 
for the next five hours, claims 
Hoffman, Siegfried, who had 
been a Vienna-trained psy­ 
chiatrist while on earth, out­ 
lined to him the resolution to 
m ost p e o p le s’ em o tio n a l 
problems. 
Now this might be a little 
hard for you and me to take, 
but Bob Hoffm an, whose 
education never got past high 
school, looks at you earnestly 
and insists there is no other 
way he could have acquired 
the foundation of what is now 
the Fischer-Hoffman process, 
which is adm inistered to 
questing patients at a place 
called the Quadrinity Center 
in a w arehou se type of 
building a few blocks from the 
San Francisco waterfront. 
He claims that in the last 
decade more than 1,000 people 
h a v e g o n e th ro u g h h is 
program, shedding what he 
calls “negative love” and fin­ 
ding “ natural beauty in 
them selves.” 
This is all outlined for the 
inquisitive in a book he wrote 
recently, “Getting Divorced 
from Mother & Dad." 
California — especially this 
little niche centered around 
San Francisco bay — has been 
peculiarly receptive to the 
vibrations of the occult, the 


m y s tic , the p sy c h ic , to 
m essages that will heal or put 
p e r so n s a t p e a c e w ith 
them selves. 
Everyone’s a 
seeker. 
The consciousness revolu­ 
tion w hich has su ffu sed 
America has found vivid ex­ 
pression in northern Califor­ 
nia. Here is where Esalen was 
founded by Michael Murphy, 
who had gone to India in 
search of self, and ended up 
starting a center for group 
psychotherapy and gentle dis­ 
ciplines, a forerunner of many 
others to come. Here is where 
Jack Rosenberg, a former 
used car salesm an out of 
P h ila d e lp h ia , 
r e c e iv e d 
enlightenment while driving a 
freeway, changed his name to 
Werner Erhard and started 
“est,” refining it to mass 
production which has pulled in 
more than $20 million. 
Here also thrive such other 
self-awareness movements as 
Transcendental 
Meditation 
(T -M ), 
B io -E n e r g e tic s, 
Humanistic Psychology, Tai 
Chi, Yogi centers, Transac­ 
tional Analysis, Scientology, 
the Arica Institute and the 
Laughing Man Institute. 
Hoffman is a little different 


than other gurus and spiritual 
leaders. “ I’m just a straight 
talker from the ’shm atas’ 
(rags) 
business,” he says. 
“ No bull manure.” He is an 
ordinary looking middle-aged 
m an 
(5 3 ) 
in o r d in a r y 
vestments with a gift of gab. 
You can see why he was a 
successful tailor. For tax pur­ 
poses. he proclaims himself a 
minister, and the Quadrinity 
C enter is his non-profit 
church. 
“He’s sort of an outrageous 
guy,” says a practicing psy­ 
chiatrist in the area, “like a 
used car salesman.” 
The psychiatrist has gone 
through the Fischer-Hoffman 
process him self and even 
refers patients to it but

With 
them, in Hodding Carter’s words. “He hated high tariff 
Republicans and the mill owners who bought his cotton so 
cheap and sold their bolts of cloth so dear.” Watson thus 
organized a counterforce of comm oners against the 
monopolies 
Interestingly, Watson’s early movement included black 
commoners as well as white. He was among the first 
Southerners of stature to argue that the oppressed masses 
consisted of two races and neither of them would prosper by 
hating the other. Thus, supported by a coalition, he was 
elected to Congress in 1890, a “man of all the people,” and 
seemed on his way to effecting broad change in his region 
But it wasn’t to be Though he was a competent con­ 
gressman — for example he worked with Jimmy Carter's 
grandfather, a postmaster, to legislate the first Rural Free 
Delivery — he was too much of a threat to the established 
order. Worried for their profits and power, the Bourbons con­ 
spired shamelessly to squelch this populist meddler 
First they gerrymandered Watson’s congressional district 
so as to prevent his reelection in 1892 Then, still perceiving 
him as a menace, they stole the 1894 election in one of the 
most shameful frauds in U.S. history; there were 11,240 
registered district voters that year, but Watson’s opponent 
received a majority of 13,780 ballots 
Tom Watson tried to recover, of course. He was later to run 
as a Populist party candidate for vice president, then as a 
presidential nominee, and eventually he was returned to 
Washington as a senator from Georgia But the Bourbons had 
broken his character if not his spirit. In the last half of his life 
he approached social lunacy. 
Distraught and bitter, Watson became a virulent racist, 
once describing Booker T Washington as a “ gorilla.” His 
writings became so slanderous that they were banned from 
the mails during World War I. Increasingly isolated from 
reality and objectivity, he died in 1922 and was mourned 
primarily by hapless rednecks and the Ku Klux Klan 
His home.

Vandalism of schools hurts education 


DETROIT (AP) — The quali­ 
ty of education given to the 
children of Detroit has been de­ 
clining steadily because of deep 
spending cuts.

terrorism , and the im pact of 
this fall’s 5 per cent spending 
cut can be seen from the class­ 
room to the gridiron to the 
playground:

Money problems are much in 
evidence in the schools of De­ 
troit. where voters on Nov. 2 
turned down a property tax in­ 
crease for the second tim e this 
year The school system is for­ 
bidden by state law from run­ 
ning a deficit and had to cut its 
$320 million budget rather than 
borrow 
"W e’ve got chaos and tu r­ 
moil." at many elem entary and 
high schools, concedes one high 
level adm inistrator 
Aaron Gordon, principal of 
Fitzgerald Elem entary School 
where teachers are still waiting 
for last spring's shipment of 
paper 
and 
pencils, 
mused 
recently: 
"We went on an austerity 
budget about six years ago 
Then we went to a survival 
budget Now I don't know what 
to call this one " 
"I call it a starvation budg­ 
et,” said teachers union P resi­ 
dent Mary Ellen Riordan in a 
separate interview. 
Public schools here are offer­ 
ing only skeleton educational 
services The Board of E duca­ 
tion already has had to. 
Elim inate most specialized 
instruction — from rem edial 
reading to speech therapy. Ca­ 
reer guidance is all but rionex- 
istant. 
— E lim in ate 
all 
e x tra ­ 


curricular activities. 
—Elim inate all high school 
sports, 
a 
$l-million 
budget 
item, although the Bank of the 
Commonwealth put up $146.000 
for a shrunken fall program — 
football for the boys and bas­

such as (elem entary 
level) band and orchestra, m u­ 
sic. dram a or debate — that 
sparked special interest among 
m any youngsters 
Shut down 10 elem entary 
schools, thus overcrowding oth­ 
ers.

"T here is no question that we 
are not meeting the needs of 
the students in our district, or 
in most of the nation's large,

Rankin, an education analyst 
for the board. “Give us 25 or 28 
kids per classroom: give us 
staff preparation time, give us 
decent m aterials The kids de­ 
serve at least that much " 
Rankin 
said 
teachers 
are 
doing their best to m ake sound 
use of every scarce dollar and 
addt*d wryly that though the ef­ 
forts should help 
" I ’d like to 
try money, just once." 
Detroit is falling further and 
further 
behind 
in 
per pupil 
spending The city spent about 


$1,100 per pupil last year, while 
its suburbs generally paid at 
least $1,600 
Philadelphia, an ­ 
other large urban center with 
financial problems, spent $1,674 
per pupil The national average 
was $1.388 
City and school officials say 
the school problem s are a m a­ 
jor setback in the city's fight to 
keep middle-income families, 
both white and black, from 
fleeing to the suburbs They re­ 
port an "alarm ing" increase in 
middle-income blacks moving 
to Detroit suburbs 


"Well, obviously parents see 
the services reduced 
If they 
have the resources, than they 
take an option — they either 
move to one of the suburbs, or 
they choose a private school," 
says Jefferson 


Jefferson notes that the pu 
pils are increasingly from un­ 
derprivileged backgrounds and 
the student population is now 
more than 75 per cent black 
Said Jefferson 
“These kids need more p er­ 
sonalized 
and 
concentrated 
services, but we don't have the 
money 
"They 
need 
better 
career 
guidance, but we don't have the 
personnel 
"They need more basic a c a ­ 
demic services to overcom e 
economic deprivation, but we 
can't afford the small group 
settings that the families pro­ 
vide in middle-income areas " 
Southwestern Bell proposes rate hike

AP) — A rate increase of 
about $25 million has been pro­ 
posed for Southwestern 
Bell 
Telephone Co by Jam es Mulva- 
ney, the Missouri Public Serv­ 
ice com m issioner handling the 
com pany's request for higher 
rates 
But the commission Wednes­ 
day continued to wrestle with 
the m ajor issue in the case— 
whether the telephone company 
should be allowed to charge 
custom ers for directory assist­ 
ance calls, which now are free 
The proposed decision in the 
case has left that issue open 
Mulvaney 
emphasized 
that 
his proposed order is only a 
draft and is subject to revision 
by the rest of the commission 
before it is adopted by the Fri 
day deadline 
The proposed rate hike would 
provide the company with an 
8 39 per cent return on its in­ 
vestment and is about $45 mil­ 
lion less than the utility origi­ 
nally requested 
M ulvaney's 
proposal 
also 
calls 
for 
ratepayers 
to 
be 
charged for nearly $7 million 
Bell has paid its parent com ­ 
pany, American Telephone and 
Telegraph, for services it pro­ 
vides 
Bell 
The commission 
staff recom mended that none of 
the paym ents be added to rates 
because it has been unable to 
audit the contract for those 
services 
Company 
officials 
have claim ed if they were re ­ 
quired to provide those services 
it would cost Bell about twice 
what is paid to AT&T 


While the commission mem 
bers said they have not m ade 
up their minds on whether a 
charge for directory assistance 
calls should be allowed, their 
discussion of the issue indicated 
substantial sentiment in that di­ 
rection 
"The basic philosophy I have 
m rate m aking is that it m ust 
be cost-related and this is cost 
related," 
said Commissioner 
Charles Fain 
"I would be in 
favor of some sort of plan that 
would get into this thing gradu­ 
ally so the people can know 
what they're into and adjust 
their 
callmg 
habits 
accord­ 
ingly" 


The company has proposed a 
charge of 20 cents for each call 
to directory assistance within 
the sam e area code in excess of 
three calls a month 
Were the plan to be adopted, 
Mulvaney's proposed hike for 
regular phone service would be 
cut back to $16 1 million 
But Fain and Commisuioner 
Hugh Sprague both said they 
would favor a plan that per 
rnitted five free directory a s­ 
sistance calls a month and then 
requiring reports on the plan's 
impact so problems could be 


worked out. 
The 20-cent charge after five 
calls a month would reduce the 
proposed basic service rate in­ 
crease to about $18 5 million 


The 20-cent per call charge is 
what the company says it costs 
to handle directory assistance 
calls, and Mulvaney, while not 
taking any position on the mat- 


ter. 
noted 
that 
a 
company 


study showed that only 5 per 
cent of Bell s custom ers use di­ 
rectory 
assistance
